FISH AS FOOD AND THE FISH 
SUPPLY. 
The food experts of the 
Depart­ 
ment of 
Agriculture ^ re out again 
with appeals to the American people 
to eat more fish. 
Although America 
has as good a fish supply as any oth­ 
er country in the world, they tell us, 
Americans eat less fish than the in­ 
habitants of many other countries, In 
England an average of 65 pounds of 
fish yearly for 
each 
person is con­ 
sumed whereas in the United States 
the average is only 18 pounds. 
It seems to be easier to move moun­ 
tains than to induce people to try new 
things to eat. 
We go on eating the 
same things 
decade 
after 
decade, 
turning up our noses at nearly all in­ 
novations and refusing to give them 
even a trial. 
In this matter of fish, 
the experts at Washington have been 
pleading with us fgr years, and it does 
not appear that all their pleas and all 
their arguments have done the slight­ 
est good. 
If Americans eat more fish 
now than they did 
ten 
years ago— 
and we do not know whether they 
do or not— it is due to the war and the 
tight times that the 
war brought. 
Meat has been high and scarce, .and it 
is likely that many people who had 
never been accustomed to eating fish 
before, eat considerable fish during 
the war days and 
the after-the-war 
days, and have 
gone 
on eating fish 
ever since. 
But it takes 
some 
such 
crisis as a world war to give a real 
shake-up to our food habits and make 
us realize what wTe have been missing 
because we refused so persistently to 
try any new thing. 
It may occur to some 
minds that 
there are two 
sides to this effort of 
the Washington 
experts to increase 
the number of fish-eaters among the 
American people. 
It may not be an 
unmixed calamity that the effort has 
so far been so ineffectual. 
For yari- 
ous reasons the fish supply, large as it 
still is, is not as large as it once was 
and is in danger of further depletion. 
This danger will continue until intelli­ 
gent and effective measures are tak­ 
en for the conservation of migratory 
fish somewhat similar to those which 
have been taken for the conservation 
of migratory birds. This has not been 
done yet and some time may elapse 
before it is done; and it may be just as 
well if in the 
meantime 
there is no 
very great increase in the consumption 
of fish; for, in the absence of conser­ 
vation laws, 
a 
larger 
consumption 
would, of course, mean a swifter de­ 
pletion of the fish supply. 


MORE GARAGES THAN HOMES. 
According to figures 
compiled by 
the Labor Department at Washington 
for 196 cities of 
more 
than 
25,000 
population each, over 32 per cent of 
the total population 
of the country, 
68,637 one-family 
houses and 5,402 
two-family houses were built in 1920 
to accommodate the growing needs of 
34,572,904 people. 
During the same 
period 93,121 garages were built, or 
12,018 more homes 
for automobiles 
than homes for families. 
The figures given above do not take 
into account 1,496 apartment houses 
or 239 apartment 
houses 
built with 
stores combined. 
However, Secre­ 
tary of Labor Davis is quoted by the 
Washington 
correspondent 
of 
the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger as saying 
that even after 
making 
liberal esti­ 
mates to cover the number of families 
who could be taken care of in these 
apartment houses, automobiles fared 
better than families. 
Secretary Davis 
calls attention to the fact that during 


1920 more money was spent on motion 
picture and other amusement places 
than on churches and hospitals com­ 
bined, and the amount of money in­ 
vested in school houses in the cities 
named was only about half as great as 
the amount of 
money 
spent on gar­ 
ages. 
Secretary Davis says that according 
to the marriage 
rate 
of 1916 there 
were 362,785 
marriages 
in the 196 
cities in question in 1920. 
If that is a 
fact it is evident that three out of ev­ 
ery four of the newly married couples 
in America have been 
unable during 
the past year to find separate homes 
to themselves. 
The business depres­ 
sion has probably 
slowed 
down the 
marriage rate for 1921, and the de­ 
mand for marriage licenses will prob­ 
ably not become 
brisk 
again 
until 
there is a marked revival in business; 
but meanwhile the building of homes 
has slowed down also. 
Secretary Davis 
thinks 
that it is 
clear that instead of catching up in the 
matter of houses, “we are not provid­ 
ing for the housing of more than 50 
per cent of the newly established fam­ 
ilies.” 
This 
estimate, 
we 
should 
think, is conservative. 
Perhaps more 
serious still, in the view of thousands 
of people in every city, is the fact that 
we are doing practically nothing to 
make if possible 
to secure 
cheaper 
rentals. 


BARUCH AND BRYCE. 
Two incidents of more than usual 
interest marked the closing of the In­ 
stitute of Politics at Williams College 
mention of which has been made in 
these columns 
and 
6ie 
sessions of 
which have been followed with such 
deep interest 
throughout the United 
States. One of these incidents was an 
announcement by President Garfield 
of the college that Bernard M. Baruch 
had provided the fund 
which made 
possible the holding of the Institute 
and that Mr. Baruch’s gift covers also 
the expenses of Institute sessions in 
1922 and 1923. 
The 
other incident 
was the specific endorsement of the 
League of Nations by Viscount Bryce 
in the last of the series of addresses 
which he delivered 
before the Insti­ 
tute. 
It has been understood in advance 
of President Garfield’s announcement 
that Mr. Baruch was financing the In­ 
stitute. 
Official confirmation of this 
report removes whatever uncertainty 
existed in the public mind as to the 
identity 
of the 
man 
to whom 
the 
American people are indebted for this 
very notable 
effort 
to broaden the 
American conception of world prob­ 
lems. It is a fine gift that Mr. Baruch 
has bestowed and its value and use­ 
fulness will be appraised highly by 
thoughtful people. 
Viscount 
Bryce’s 
endorsement of 
the League in his closing address is all 
the more noteworthy because the op­ 
ponents of the League had gathered 
considerable comfort from his earlier 
addresses of the 
series 
in which he 
criticised much of what was done at 
Paris. 
He has now made it plain that 
anti-Leaguers who 
claimed that the 
views of this celebrated British states­ 
man and publicist confirmed and vin­ 
dicated their position 
went 
entirely 
too far. 
He is for the League, he de­ 
clared, “with whatever amendments 
may be found necessary,” and he ad­ 
ded that those for whom he spoke, 
“workers who 
have 
nothing to do 
with 
our respective 
governments, 
mean to persevere in supporting it as 
the only plan yet 
launched 
with a 
prospect dt success.”

Jim had been drinking heavily and 
their aim was unsteady. 
Then tile duelists retired to their 
rooms, loaded their guns again and, 
taking another drink to keep up their 
courage, they opened fire once more. 
The bullets fle\v wild. 
For several 
hours the duel continued, each man 
becoming more unsteady all the time. 
At last, finding themselves unable to 
hit each other, they gave it up in 
disgust, and the oddest duel in his­ 
tory ended. 
Baker was horn in 
and went west with 
party about 1^23. 
(Md Jim was a mighty hunter. 
At 
one time he was attacked by two full­ 
grown grizzly bears. 
The old scout 
was armed only with his long hunting 
knife, but after a terrific struggle, in 
which he was almost torn to pieces 
lie killed both bears. 
In 1857 Baker was a 
guide 
and 
scout for Gen. Albert Sidney Johns­ 
ton on his expedition against the Mor­ 
mons in Utah. 
Returning from that 
trip, he wandered back to Colorado 
and became one of the first settlers 
of Denver. Later in life Old Jim drift­ 
ed to northern Colorado. 
On the 
hanks of tile Little Snake river he 
,built a block house, which became a 
rendezvous for all of bls old trapping 
companions and a place of refuge 
when the Indians went on the war­ 
path. 
Baker died in 180S after a life that 
had been filled with more adventure 
than that of any other man of his 
time, excepting 
possibly 
Old 
Jim 
Bridger, whose close friend he was.
